Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Eng- 
land have,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  make  better 
**  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous  parishes," 
duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a 
scheme,  bearing  date  the  twenty-third  day  of  November, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
in  the  words  following,  that  is  to  say :

such  sale  shall  be  applied  to  such  piupose  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  appear  most  conducive  to  the  permanent 
benefit  of  such  body  corporate. 

And  whereas  it  is  by  the  secondly-recited  Act 
enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  dean  and  chapter 
of  any  cathedral  church,  under  the  like  authority,  to 
purchase  any  house  or  site  being  contiguous  or  near  to

and  chapter,  dean  or  canon,  whether  for  the  purpose  of 
being  laid  out  in  land  or  otherwbe ;  and  that  the  same 
provisions  shall  extend  and  may  be  applied  to  any  of 
the  purposes  of  the  now  reciting  Act :

Accountant  General  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and 
to  the  credit  of  ex-parte  the  Oxford,  Worcester,  and 
Wolverhampton  Railway  Company,  in  the  matter  of 
the  Oxford,  Worcester,  and  Wolverhampton  Railway 
Act  (1845),  belongmg  to  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Worcester,  in  the  books  of  the  Gt)vemor  and  Company 
of  the  Bank  of  England,  a  sum  of  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  pounds  and  three  shillings: 

*^  And  whereas  the  said  dean  and  chapter  are  entitled

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recom- 
mending and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Acts,  or  of  any 
other  Act  of  ParBament."

**  A  messuage  or  dwelling-house  situate  and  being

said  Theodosia  Hinckes  has  also  agreed  to  transfer  the 
right  of  patronage  of  the  sdd  church,  subject  to  her 
life  interest  therein,  to  the  sud  bishop :

or  to  arise  within  the  said  parish  of  Wolyeriiamptoii, 
or  any  of  the  districts  into  which  the  same  is  now 
divided  ;  except  within  the  district  assigned  to  the 
church  of  Saint  Peter's^  Wolverhampton,  and'lSie  limits 
thereof  as  now  constituted;  and  except  also  Such  fees 
as  are  made  payable  under  the  said  last^mentioned 
Act : 

**  And  whereas  arrangements  had  been  agreed  upon 
and  were  previously  to  the  passing  of  the  said  fourthly- 
redted  Act  about  to  be  recommended  by  us  to  Your 
Higesty  in  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said 
first-redted  Act,  for  the  purchase  by  us  of  a  site  for  a 
church  and  residence  house  for  the  district  of  Saint 
Mark,  Wolverhampton,  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds,  which,  upon  due 
inquiry,  we  had  satisfied  ourselves  was  a  just  and  rea- 
sonable price  for  the  same : 

^*  And  whereas  a  convenient  site  has  been  found  for 
the  erection  of  a  rectc^ry  house  for  the  said  rectory  of 
Saint  Peter,  and  the  present  owner  thereof  hath  con- 
sented and  agreed  to  sell  the  same  for  that  purpose  for 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  and  we  have 
upon  due  inquiry  satisfied  ourselves  that  the  said  sum 
is  a  just  and  reas(Hiable  price  for  the  same : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  pro- 
pose, with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Beverend  John 
Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  the  payment  of  the  said 
sum  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five 
pounds  towards  the  purchase  of  the  said  site  for  a 
church  and  parsonage  house  for  the  said  district  of 
Saint  Mark,  shall  be  hereby  authorized  and  confirmed. 
And  that  we  shall  further  be  authorized  and  empowered 
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to  pay  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  i)ound8  as 
the  purchase  money  for  the  said  site  for  a  rectory  house 
for  the  said  rectpry  of  Saint  Peter ;  and  that  the  said 
sums  miQr  \^  paid  by  us  upon  the  due  conveyance  of 
the  said  sites  respectively  to  the  rector  of  Saint  Peter^s 
and  the  minister  of  the  district  of  Swit  Mark,  Wolver- 
hampton ;  and  that  there  may  also  be  paid  by  us,  to 
such  persons,  and  at  such  times  as  we  shall  deem  expe- 
dient and  proper,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  Uiousand 
five  hundred  pounds  for  or  towards  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  rectory  house  for  the    said  rectory  of  Saint 
Peter,  upon  condition  that  such  house  shall  be  built 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  an  architect  to  be 
nominated  by  us  and  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  for  the 
time  being. 

^^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  upon 
and  from  the  day  upon  which  notice  *  shall  be  published 
in  the  London  Gazette,  that  the  said  John  Biddulph 
hath  duly  executed  a  deed  to  the  purport  and  effect 
aforesaid,  all  and  every  his  claim,  right,  and  title  to 
perform  any  services  or  duties,  or  to  receive  any  per- 
quisites or  fees  (except  the  fees  so  made  payable  by  the 
said  Cemetery  Act  as  aforesaid)  aocustombly  payable 
on  the  performance  of  such  services  or  duties,  or  other- 
wise, within  the  several  districts  mentioned  in  the  said 
schedule  hereunto  annexed  (except   the   rectory  and 
parish  of  Saint  Peter  as  now  constituted),  shall  be 
abolished ;  and  that  the  stud  John  Biddulph  shall  re- 
ceive in  lieu  thereof,  as  from  the  first  day  of  November 
in  the  year  one  tiiousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
such  yearly  sums  as  are  in  the  seventh  column  of  the

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same  schedule  set  against  the  names  of  certain  of  the 
churdies  mentioned  In  such  schedule,  such  sums  amount- 
ing in  the  whole  to  the  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of 
twenty-two  pounds,  and  such  sums  respectively  shall 
be  payable  and  paid  by  the  incumbents  of  the  said 
diurches  respectlTcly,  by  half-yearly  payments  on  the 
first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  Kovember  in  each 
and  every  year,  and  shall  be  receivable  by  the  said 
John  Biddulph  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  such 
clerk  as  aforesaid,  but  no  longer ;  the  first  such  half- 
yearly  payment  in  each  case  to  be  made  on  the  first  day 
of  May  next ;  and  that  the  due  payment  of  the  said 
several  sums  by  such  incumbents  respectively,  shall  be 
one  of  the  conditions  whereupon  the  several  augmenta* 
tions  of  income  and  grants  of  money  herein-after  provided 
for  shall  respectively  depend. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  with  the 
consent  of  the  said  Harry  Earl  of  Stamford  and  War- 
rington, William  Dalton  and  Sarah  his  wife,  Theodosia 
Hinckes,  and  John  Moore  Paget,  the  respective  patrons 
of  the  churches  of  Saint  John,  Saint  Paul,  Saint  Mary, 
and  Wednesfield,  in  testimony  whereof  they  have  re- 
spectively signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  the 
patronage  of  and  right  of  nomination  to  the  said  church 
of  Saint  John  shall,  upon  and  from  the  death  of  the 
said  earl,  become  and  be  transferred  to,  and  absolutely 
vested  in,  and  may  be  exercised  by  three  trustees 
^pointed  and  to  be  appointed  as  herein-after  men- 
tioned;  that  is  to  say,  the  Bishop  of.  Lichfield  for 
the  time  being,  the  Earl  of  Stamford  for  the  time 
being,  and  such  third  person,  as  such  bishop  and 'the 
said  Harry  Earl  of  Stamford  and  Warrington  shall,  at 
any  time  during  the  life  of  the  said  earl^  appoint,  by 
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an  instrument  in  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
to  be  registered  and  kept  in  the  registry  of  the  dio- 
cese of  Lichfield,  or  as  upon  any  subsequent  vacancy 
of  such  third  person,  by  death,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise, such  bidic^  and  the  Earl  of  Stamford  for  the 
time  being  shall  in  like  manner  appoint ;  and  that  the 
patronage  of  and  right  of  nomination  to  the  several 
churches  of  Samt  Paul  and  Saint  Mary  Wolver- 
hampton shall,  upon  and  from  the  death  of  the  present 
patrons  of  such  two  last-mentioned  churches  respec- 
tively, beoome  and  be  transferred  to,  and  absolutely 
vested  in,  and  may  be  exercised  by  the  bishop  of  the 
diocese  for  the  time  being ;  and  that  the  patronage  of 
and  right  of  nomination  to  the  church  of  Wednesfield 
shall  forthwith  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  transferred 
to  and  absolutely  vested  in  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  for 
the  time  being;  and  with  respect  to  the  diurch  of 
Sidnt  James,  Wolverhampton,  the  patronage  whereof 
is  now  vested  in  five  trustees,  the  present  Bishop  of 
Lichfield  and  the  present  Archdeacon  of  Stafford,  being 
two  of  such  trustees,  but  not  by  virtue  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  and  the  stud  Reverend  William  Dalton  and 
the  Reverend  Humphry  Pountney,  being  two  other  of 
such  trustees,  and  the  office  of  the  fifth  trustee  being 
now  vacant,  we  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Right  Honourable  and  Most  Reverend  John 
Bird  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  of  the  said  four 
trustees,  testified  by  their  having  respectively  signed 
this  scheme,  that  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  and  the  arch- 
deacon for  the  time  being  of  the  archdeaconry  wherein 
the  said  church  is  or  shall  be  situated,  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  be,  and  be  held  to  be,  by  virtue  of  such  their 
respective  offices,  duly  nominated  and  appointed  as  two 
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of  the  five  trustees  in  whom  the  patronage  and  right  of 
nomination  of  and  to  the  said  church  of  Saint  James^ 
Wolverhampton,  shall  be  absolutely  vested. 

**  And  whereas  the  five  districts  of  Saint  Mark  and 
Saint  Matthew,  Wolverhampton,  H0I7  Trinity  and 
Saint  Stephen,  Willenhall,  and  Saint  Luke,  Bilston, 
mentioned  in  the  said  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  were 
duly  constituted  and  endowed  under  the  provisions  of 
the  thirdly-redted  Act,  and  will  respectively  become 
new  parishes  upon  the  consecration  and  approval  of 
churches  for  such  districts  respectively  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  same  Act ;  we  further  recommend  and 
propose,  with  the  consent  of  the  same  bishop  Bo  testified 
as  aforesaid,  that  the  said  five  several  districts,  so  soon 
as  they  shall  have  respectively  so  become  new  parishes, 
and  all  the  several  other  parishes  mentioned  in  the  same 
schedule  (except  the  said  rectory  of  Saint  Peter),  upon 
and  from  the  twenty-first  day  next  following  the  day 
upon  which  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  this  scheme  shall  be  duly  published  in  the 
London  Grazette,  shall  respectively  be  constituted  and 
become  and  be  vicarages,  and  the  several  ministers  or 
incumbents  thereof  vicars,  and  as  such  vicarages  and 
vicars  shall  be  respectively  invested  with  and  entitled 
to  all  the  same  and  the  like  rights  uid  privileges  as  any 
new  parish  or  perpetual  curate  would  be  invested  with 
and  entitled  to  under  the  said  thirdly-recited  Act ;  and 
that  there  shall,  out  of  the  endowments  late  belonging 
to  the  said  collegiate  church  of  Wolverhampton  or  out 
of  any  monies  from  time  to  time  in  our  hands  under  the 
said  recited  Acts,  or  any  of  them,  be  paid  by  us  to  the 
respective  vicars  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  vicar- 
ages, and  to  the  respective  ministers  for  the  time  being 
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of  the  said  five  districts,  so  long  as  they  respectively 
remain  districts,  and  also  of  the  districts  of  Ettingshall 
and  Moxley,  mentioned  in  the  same  schedule,  the 
several  augmentations  of  income  or  yearly  sums  of 
money  which  in  the  second  column  of  the  same  sche- 
dule are  set  against  the  names  of  the  respective  dis- 
tricts and  churches^  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  on 
the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November,  in 
each  and  every  year,  the  first  of  such  payments  respec- 
tively to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  May  now  next 
ensuing,  and  that  in  the  case  of  any  and  every  future 
vacancy  in  any  of  the  said  vicarages  or  districts  happen- 
ing on  any  other  day  than  one  of  the  days  so  named, 
the  amount  payable  shall  be  duly  apportioned  between 
and  paid  to  the  vicar  or  minister  making  the  vacancy, 
or  his  personal  representatives,  and  the  vicar  or  minister 
succeeding  to  the  same  vicarage  or  district;  and  that 
there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  out  of  the  like  endowments 
or  monies,  when  and  so  soon  as  occasion  shall  require, 
and  to  such  persons  uid  at  such  times  as  we  shall  deem 
expedient,  the  several  grants  or  sums  of  money  men- 
tioned in  the  fourth  column  of  the  same  schedule  in 
respect  of  the  several  districts  or  vicarages  opposite  to 
the  names  of  which,  or  of  the  churches  thereof,  such  sums 
are  placed,  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  mentioned 
in  the  fifth  column  of  such  schedule;  but  upon  con- 
dilaon  that  the  several  sites  for  dinrches  and  residence 
houses  shall  be  duly  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  the 
vicars  of  such  vicarages  or  ministers  of  such  districts 
respectively,  and  their  respective  successors  for  ever, 
and  shall,  previously  to  any  treaty  being  entered  into 
for  the  purchase  of  such  sites  respectively,  be  approved 
by  us  and  by  the  bishop  of  the  said  diocese  for  the  time 
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being,  and  that  the  several  churches  and  residence 
houses  shall  be  erected  and  built  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  an  architect  so  as  aforesaid,  to  be 
nominated  by  us  and  the  said  Bishop  of  Lichfield 

^^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  such 
vicarages  and  vicars  shall  be  so  respectively  constituted 
and  such  augmentations  of  inc(»ne  and  grants  of 
money  made  subject  to  and  upon  the  several  conditions 
herein-before  mentioned,  and  also  the  several  further 
conditions  set  against  the  names  of  the  corresponding 
districts  and  churches  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  columns 
of  the  said  schedule ;  and  that  in  default  of  such  con- 
ditions being  duly  accepted  with  every  such  grant,  or  if 
and  whenever  at  any  ftiture  time,  and  from  time  to 
time,  any  of  such  conditions  shall  in  any  case  be  im- 
fulfiUed^  the  grant,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  in  such 
case  remain  unpaid,  shall  be  withheld  by  us  until  every 
such  condition  shall  be  fulfilled  to  our  satisfaction 
according  to  the  terms  and  tenor  of  this  scheme. 

'^And  whereas  the  said  several  districts  of  Saint 
Mark,  Siunt  Matthew,  Holy  Trinity,  Saint  Stephen, 
Seant  Luke,  and  Moxley  were  constituted  by  Orders  of 
Your  Majesty  in  Council  duly  made  and  gazetted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  thirdly-recited  Act,  and  the 
endowments  thereof  were  secured  to  the  said  several 
districts  in  the  form  of  certain  graduated  inc(»nes  made 
payable  by  us  under  the  same  Orders  in  Council ;  we 
recommend  and  propose,  that  the  several  yearly  sums 
of  money,  so  as  aforesaid  set  agidnst  the  names  of  the 
said  several  districts  in  the  said  second  column  of  the 
same  schedule,  shall  be  and  be  held  to  be  in  lieu  and 
full  satisfaction  of  and  for  such  graduated  incomes,  and 
that  all  sums  of  money  so  payable  under  and  by  virtue 
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of  the  said  Orders  in  Council  to  the  ministers  of  the 
same  districts  shall  cease  and  determine  as  from  the 
first  day  of  November  now  last  past* 

^'And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recom- 
mending and  proposing  any  other  measure  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid^  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts,  or  any  of  them, 
or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  appfoyed  by 
Her  Majesty  in  Council ;  now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  sidd  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and 
direct  that  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be 
effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the  time 
when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the 
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London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the  said  Acts ;  and  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby 
to  direct,  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the 
registrar  of  the  diooese  of  Lichfield.

PBESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Miyesty  in  Council 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Eng- 
land have,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Her 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  *^  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect, 
"  with  certain  modifications,  the  fourth  report  of  the 
*'  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Beye- 
*'  nuefi^"  and  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  Parlia- 
ment held  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  Her  Majesty's 
reign,  intituled  '^  An  Act  to  explain  and  amend  two 
<'  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecdeuastical  Commis- 
'^  sioners  for  England,"  and  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  for 
<'  r^ulating  the  Cathedral  Churches  of  Wales,"  duly 
prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a 
scheme  bearing  date  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  in 
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the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
in  the  words  and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

/*  We,  the.  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England, 
in  pursuance  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  Parlia- 
ment held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your  Ma* 
jesty'fl  reign,  intituled  <  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect, 

*  with  certain  modifications,  the  fourth  report  of  the 

*  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Revenues,' 
and  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament  held 
in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign, 
intituled  *  An  Act  to  explain  and  amend  two  several 
'  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Conmiissioners  for 
'  England,'  and  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  Par- 
liament held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  '  An  Act  for  regulating  the 
^  Cathedral  Churches  of  Wales,'  have  prepared,  and 
now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the 
following  scheme,  for  making  additional  provision  for 
the  cure  of  souls  in  certain  parishes  where  such  assist- 
ance is  most  required : 

**  Whereas,  under  the  authority  of  the  said  recited 
Acts,  we  have  from  time  to  time  prepared  and  laid 
before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  cert^n  schemes,  in 
which  we  have  recommended  and  proposed  that  cert»n 
grants  should  be  made,  in  augmentation  of  the  incomes 
of  certain  benefices  and  churches,  in  certain  classes,  and 
subject  to  certain  limitations,  therein  mentioned,  which 
schemes  have  been  ratified  by  Orders  of  Your  Majesty 
in  Council,  and  such  Orders  have  been  duly  gazetted : 

**  And  whereas  on  the  sixth  day  of  August,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  we 
found  it  necessary  to  suspend,  until  further  notice,  our 
recommendations  of  further  grants,  with  certain  sp^ 
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diSed  exoeptions,  and  the  several  benefices  and  churches 
described  in  the  schedules  hereunto  annexed  fall  within 
such  exceptions: 

<^  And  whereas,  after  due  inquiry  and  consideration, 
we  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  the  benefices  and 
churches  described  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed, 
marked  A,  fiJl  within  the  first  of  the  before-mentioned 
classes,  subject  to  the  respective  limitations  in  the  said 
Orders  mentioned,  and  are  fit  and  proper  to  be  forth- 
with augmented^  by  the  respective  annual  amounts 
stated  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  schedule : 

**  And  whereas  the  benefices  or  churches  described 
in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  C,  fall  within 
the  third  class  in  the  said  Orders  mentioned,  and  are 
situate  within  the  places  set  opposite  to  the  names 
thereof  respectively  in  the  fifth  column  of  the  same 
schedule,  and  we  are  in  possession  of  certain  tithes  or 
lands  arising  or  situate  in  such  places  respectively,  or  of 
the  proceeds  thereof;  and,  after  due  inquiry  and  consi- 
deration, we  have  satisfied  ourselves,  that  the  same 
benefices  are  fit  and  proper  to  be  forthwith  augmented, 
by  the  respective  annual  amounts  stated  in  the  last 
column  of  the  same  schedule : 

*'  We  therefore  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that 
there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the 
incumbent  for  the  time  being  of  each  of  the  benefices 
or  churches  so  described  in  the  said  schedules  marked 
A  and  C  the  fixed  annual  sum  set  opposite  to  the  name 
of  such  benefice  or  church  in  the  last  column  of  the 
same  schedules*  respectively,  by  equal  half-yearly  pay- 
ments, on  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of 
November  in  eadi  year;  but  in  the  case  of  Shotter 
Mill,  contained  in  the  said  sdiedule  marked  A,  not  after 
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the  first  day  of  May  or  the  first  day  of  November^  as 
the  case  may  be,  next  following  the  expiration  of  the 
existing  lease  of  the  tithes  of  the  parish  of  Frensham; 
and  that  two  such  half-yearly  payments  shall  in  each 
case  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  May  next : 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that,  in 
consideration  of  an  equivalent  benefaction  which  has 
been  secured  to  us  by  the  Bight  Honourable  John  Earl 
Brownlow^  there  shall,  in  like  manner,  and  on  like  days 
and  times,  be  paid  by  us  to  the  incumbent  for  the  time 
being  of  the  district  chapelry  of  Manthorpe,  in  the 
parish  of  Grantham  and  county  of  Lincoln,  the  fixed 
annual  sum  of  sixty  pounds : 

^^  And  whereas  we  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  the 
several  benefices  or  churches  contained  in  the  schedule 
hereunto  annexed  marked  E  fall  within  the  third  of 
such  dasses,  except  the  perpetual  curacy  of  St.  Mark, 
Swindon,  which  falls  within  the  second  class  aforesaid ; 
we  therefore  recommend  and  propose,  that  in  order  t« 
provide  fit  houses  of  residence  for  the  incumbents  of  the 
benefices  or  churches  contuned  in  the  last-mentioned 
schedule,  we  shall  be  at  liberty  to  pay  to  such  persons 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  appear  to  us  from  time  to 
time  to  be  expedient,  such  a  sum  or  sums  of  money,  in 
the  case  of  each  such  benefice,  as  shall  be  required  for 
providii^  a  fit  house  of  residence  for  the  incumbent 
thereof;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  the  last-named 
benefice,  the  total  amount  so  paid  by  us,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  of  the  bene&ction,  shall  not  exceed  such 
last-mentioned  amount.

At  the  Court  at  Osborne  House,  Isle  of  Wight,  the 
30th  day  of  July  1849, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  m  CounciL 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Eng- 
land have,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  make  better 
**  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous  parishes," 
duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Coimcil 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  twe^-ty-sixth  day  of  July,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
in  the  words  following,  that  is  to  say : 

**  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England, 
in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session  of  Par- 
liament held  in  the  sixth  and  seyenth  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  *  An  Act  to  make  better  pro- 
*  vision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous  parishes,' have 
prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in 
Council,  the  following  scheme,  for  constituting  a  separate 

district 
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district  for  q>iritual  purposes  out  of  the  district  rectory 
of  All  Souls^  in  Saint  Marylebone,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  and  in  the  diocese  of  London. 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at 
any  time  it  diall  be  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would 
promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts 
q£  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapehy  or  chapehries,  district 
or  districts,  of  great  extent,  and  containing  ^  large 
popidation,  and  wherein,  or  in  parts  whereof,  the  pro- 
Tision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence 
is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Honourable  and  Right 
Reverend  Charles  James  Bishop  of  London,  in  testimony 
whereof  he  has  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all

Saint  Marylebone,  described  in  the  schedule  hereunto 
annexed, — all  which  part,  together  with  the  boundaries

fully  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  provisions  of  that 
Act,  any  sum  of  money  which  diould  have  been  invested 
in  the  public  funds,  or  in  any  other  security  or  secu- 
rities, in  trust  for  any  ecclesiastical  body  corporate, 
aggregate  or  sole,  might,  upon  an  application  in  writing 
to  us  imder  the  hand  and  seal  of  sudi  body  corporate, 
and  in  the  case  of  any  chapter  with  the  consent  of  the 
Visitor  thereof,  be  directed  to  be  soH  and  that  the 
same  should  be  sold  accordingly,  and  the  produce  of 
sudi  sale  apjJied  to  such  purpose  and  in  sndi  manner 
as  should  appear  most  conducive  to  the  permanent 
benefit  of  such  body  corporate ;  and  also  for  any  like 
purpose  and  by  the  like  authority,  that  any  arrangement 
might  fi*om  time  to  time  be  mad^  with  the  consent  in 
writing  imder  the  corporate  seal  of  any  bishop  or  chapter, 
for  the  sale,  transfer  or  exdiange  of  any  lands,  tithes  or 
other  hereditaments  belonging  to  the  see  of  sudi  bishop 
or  to  such  diapter ;  and  it  was  by  tiie  secondly-recited 
Act  enacted,  that  the  said  last-mentioned  provisions 
should  include  and  apply  to  all  ^nonies  and  seonritiea 

for 
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for  money,  and  to  all  stock  in  the  Grovemment  funds 
(HT  elsewhere,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant 
General  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  or  in  the  name  or 
names  of  any  other  public  oMcer,  or  of  any  individual 
or  indiyidnals,  for  or  to  li^  credit  or  for  the  benefit  of, 
or  in  trust  for,  any  bishop,  dean  and  chapter,  dean  or 
canon,  whether  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  out  in 
land  or  otherwise ;  and  that  the  same  provisions  should 
extend  and  might  be  implied  to  any  of  the  purposes  of 
the  Act  now  in  recital : 

*'  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  said  secondly-recited 
Act  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawAil  for  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  any  cathedral  church,  under  the  authority

that  the  receipt  for  every  premium  payable  for  any 
such  insurance  should  be  delivered  to  us  within  fourteen

insured,  it  should  be  lawful  by  the  like  authority  to

^^  And  whereaathe  dwelling  house  and  premises  situate 
in  Abbey  Square,  within  the  precincts  of  the  said  cathe- 
dral church,  and  described  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed 
and  marked  A.,  belong  in  fee  to  the  said  dean  and 
ohapter,  and  the  stabler  and  premises  immediately 
behind  and  attached  to  the  said  house,  and  described 
in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed  and  marked  B^  belong 
in  fee  to  the  bishop  and  see  of  Cheater ;  and  a  lease  of 
the  said  house  and  premises  so  described  in  the  schedule 
marked  A.  as  aforesaid  was,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day 
of  November,  in  the  year  one  thousand  dght  hundred 
and  forty-six,  granted  by  the  Very  ReverendFrederick 
Anson,  dean,  and  the  diapter  of  the  sud  cathedral 
diurch,  to  John  Hassall,  of  the  city  of  Chester  afore- 
said, wine  merchant  (by  renewal  of  a  former  lease  made 
to  the  said  John  Hassall),  for  the  term  of  forty  years 
from  the  third  day  of  February  then  last  past;  and  a 
lease  of  the  said  stable  and  premises  so  described  in  the

^^And  whereas  an  application  in  writii^  has  t)een 
made  to  us  under  the  capitular  seal  of  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Chester,  for  our 
sanction  to  the  arrangements  herein-after  mentioned:

F&r  amending  and  explaining  a  Scheme  of  the  Eccle^ 
siastical  Commissioners  for  England  relating  to  the 
Parish  of  Wolverhampton.*

At  the  Court  at  Osborne  House,  Isle  of  Wight,  the 
ISthday  of  July  1849, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 
Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Eng- 
land have,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  ^^  An  Act  to  carry  into 
'*  effect  the  arrangements  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
'^  missioners  for  England,  for  making  better  provision 
"  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  the  parish  of  Wolverhampton, 
"  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  diocese  of  Lichfield," 
duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
A  scheme,  bearing  date  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  in  the 
words  and  figures  following,  that  is  to  say : 

^*  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England, 
in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session  of  Parlia- 
ment held  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  ^  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect

therein  recited,  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay 
before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme, 
for  amending  and  explaining  a  scheme  relating  to  the 
parish  of  Wolverhampton. 

*'  Whereas,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts, 
an  Order  was  made  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council  on  the 
first  day  of  March  last,  setting  forth  and  ratifying  a 
scheme  prepared  by  us  for  making  better  provision  for 
the  cure  of  souls  in  the  said  parish  of  Wolverhampton, 
and  the  said  Order  has  since  been  duly  gazetted : 

^^  And  whereas  by  the  said  scheme  and  Order  there 
were  made  payable  by  us,  to  the  incumbents  of  certain 
churches  named  in  a  schedule  to  the  said  scheme  an- 
nexed, certain  annual  sums  in  augmentation  of  income 
and  certain  gross  sums  by  way  of  grants  for  objects 
specified  in  the  same  schedule,  and  the  said  sums  were 
respectively  made  payable  upon  certain  conditions  in 
the  same  schedule  expressed;  and  it  is  expedient  to 
vary  some,  and  more  distinctly  to  declare  and  explain 
others,  of  such  objects  and  conditions,  and  also  to  make 
a  further  grant  of  money  towards  providing  a  house 
of  residence  for  the  incumbent  of  one  of  the  said 
churches : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  scheme  and  Order  also  con- 
tained provisions  for  commuting  certain  then  existing 
rights  of  John  Biddulph,  as  derk  of  the  parish  of  Wol- 
verhampton, for  a  fixed  annual  sum,  to  be  paid  to  him 
in  certain  proportions  by  the  several  incumbents  of 
certain  churches  specified  in  the  same  schedule,  in  respect 

of 
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of  the  several  annual  sums  so  payable  to  them  in  aug- 
mentation of  income ;  but  no  provision  was  made  for 
securing  full  payment  of  such  his  annuity  to  the  said 
John  Biddulph,  in  the  event  of  any  such  annual  sum 
not  being  receivable  by  any  of  such  incumbents  by 
reason  of  noncompliance  with  any  of  such  conditions  as 
aforesaid : 

"We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose, 
that  the  schedule  so  annexed  to  the  scheme  aforesaid 
shall  be  annulled  and  cancelled,  and  that  the  schedule 
hereto  annexed  shall  be  and  be  held  to  be  in  lieu  and 
8ubstituti<Mi  of  and  for  the  same,  and  shall  be  taken^ 
read,  and  construed  as  the  schedule  to  which  all  the 
provisions  of  the  scheme  and  Order  aforesaid,  except 
so  &r  as  they  are  varied  by  this  scheme,  and  also  all  the 
provisions  of  this  scheme,  shall  apply. 

^^  And  we  ftirther  recommend  and  propose,  that  there 
shall  be  paid  by  us,  out  of  the  endowments  and  monies 
in  the  said  scheme  and  Order  mentioned,  when  and  so 
soon  as  occasion  shall  require,  and  to  such  person  or 
persons  and  at  such  time  or  times  as  we  shall  deem 
expedient,  the  sum  of  money  set  against  the  name  of 
the  church  of  Saint  Mary,  Bibton,  in  the  fourth  column 
of  the  said  schedule  hereto  annexed,  for  the  objects 
mentioned  in  the  fifth  column  thereof,  subject  never- 
theless to  the  conditions  mentioned  in  the  sixth  column 
thereof,  and  to  the  further  conditions  in  the  said  scheme 
expressly  contained  and  set  forth  as  applicable  to  houses 
of  residence  and  sites  for  the  same. 

"  And  we  Airther  recommend  and  propose,  that  the 
provisions  in  the  said  scheme  and  Order  contained  re- 
lating to  the  mode  in  which,  and  the  several  partiesi)y . 
whom,  the  annual  sum  so  as  aforesaid  payable  to  the 

said 
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said  John  Biddolph  was  to  be  paid  to  him^  shall  be 
annulled  and  cancelled;  and  whereas  the  said  John 
fiiddulph  has^  by  the  due  execution  of  a  deed  to  the 
purport  and  effect  in  the  said  scheme  and  Order 
mentioned,  which  execution  was  duly  notified  in  the 
London  Grazette  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  March  last,* 
entitled  himself  to  the  payment  of  the  full  annual  sum 
of  twenty-two  pounds,  as  irom  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty* 
eight,  and  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to  hold  the  office 
of  Clerk  of  Saint  Peter's,  Wolverhampton ;  we  further 
recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  to  the 
said  John  Biddulph  by  us,  out  of  the  like  endowments 
and  monies,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  first 
day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and 
every  year,  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to  hold  such  his 
office  aforesaid,  the  yearly  sum  of  twenty-two  pounds 
as  aforesaid;  and  that  in  making  their  several  half- 
yearly  payments  to  the  incumbents  of  the  several 
churches  named  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed,  or  to 
so  many  of  such  incumbents  as  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  we  shall  from  time  to  time,  and  so 
long  as  the  said  annual  sum  shall  continue  to  be  paid 
to  the  said  John  Biddulph,  deduct  and  retain,  from  each 
such  half-yearly  payment  as  last  aforesaid,  a  moiety  of 
ihe  sums  set  against  the  names  of  such  chxuxdies  re- 
spectively  in  the  seventh  column  of  the  said  schedule  so 
hereto  annexed  as  aforesaid.

'  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Kevenues,  so  fSu:  as  they 

*  relate  to  episcopal  dioceses,  revenues  and  patronage  :* 

**  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Bishopwearmouth 
contains  a  very  large  and  rapidly  increasing  population, 
and  the  rectory  thereof  is  in  the  patronage  of  the 
bish(^  of  Durham  for  the  time  being,  and  there  are  in 
the  same  parish  the  perpetual  curacies  of  Saint  Andrew 
Deptford  and  Saint  Thohiafl,  and  the  church  or  chapel 
of  Ryhope,  all  now  in  the  patronage  of  the  Keverend 
John  Patrick  Eden,  as  rector  of  Bishopweannouth,  and 
also  the  church  or  chapel  of  Hylton  otherwise  Fordj 
now  in  the  patronage  of  Arthur  Gray,  of  Stockton-upon- 
Tees,  in  the  same  county,  derk ;  and  in  order  that  the 
said  rectory,  perpetual  curacies  and  churdies  or  chapels^ 
may  all  belong  to  the  same  patron,  with  a  view  to 
carrying  into  effect,  imder  the  secondly  herein-recited 
provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  the  fiirther 
arrangements  herein-after  proposed,  the  said  John 
Patrick  Eden  and  Arthur  Gray  have  respectively 
agreed  to  transfer  and  assign  such  their  patronage  to 
the  Bishop  of  Durham  and  his  successors : 

"We, 
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"  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right 
Honourable  and  Most  Keverend  Thomas  Archbishop 
of  York,  the  Kight  Keverend  Edward  Bishop  of 
Durham,  the  said  John  Patrick  Eden,  and  the  said 
Arthur  Gray,  testified  by  their  having  respectively 
signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  humbly  recommend  and 
propose,  that  the  whole  patronage  of  and  right  of 
nomination  to  the  said  two  perpetual  curacies  of  Saint 
Andrew  Deptford  and  Saint  Thomas,  and  the  said  two 
churches  or  chapels  of  Ryhope  and  Hylton,  otherwise 
Ford,  shall,  without  any  conveyance  or  assurance  in  the 
law  other  than  this  scheme  and  any  duly  gazetted 
Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  the  same, 
and  upon  and  from  the  day  of  such  gazetting,  become 
and  be  transferred  and  absolutely  assigned  to,  and 
vested  in,  and  may  from  time  to  time  be  exercised  by 
the  Bishop  of  Durham  and  his  successors  for  ever  : 

**  And  whereas  the  endowments  and  revenues  of  the 
said  rectory  of  Bishopwearmouth  are  now  vested  in  the 
said  John  Patrick  Eden  as  such  rector  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  same  are  of  large  amount ;  and  whereas  the 
said  John  Patrick  Eden  desires  to  relinquish  a  portion 
thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  parish  of  Bishop* 
wearmouth : 

**  And  whereas  such  endowments  and  revenues  consist 
of  and  arise  firom  various  sources ;  that  is  to  say,  from 
tithe  rent-charges,  rent  of  glebe  land  and  surplice  fees, 
and  also  from  rents  of  wayleaves,  staiths  and  coal; 
and  there  are  now  charged  upon  and  payable  out  of  the 
said  tithe  rent-charges  and  rent  of  glebe  land,  in  part 
endowment  of  the  said  perpetual  curacy  of  St.  Thomas, 
the  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds,  and  in  part 
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endowment  of  the  said  church  or  chapel  of  Byhope  the 
annual  sum  of  one  hundred  potmds ;  but  the  said  per- 
petual curacy  and  church  or  chapel>  and  also  the  said 
church  or  chapel  of  Hjlton  otherwise  Ford,  are  very 
inadequatelj  endowed,  and  the  said  peipetual  ciu*ac7 
of  Saint  Andrew  Deptford  has  no  certain  endowment, 
and  there  is  no  house  of  residence  either  for  the  per- 
petual curate  of  Saint  Andrew  Deptford  or  for  the 
minister  of  Hylton  otherwise  Ford ;  and  the  said  John 
Patrick  Eden  is  desirous  that  the  whole  of  the  proceeds 
arising  from  such  rents  of  wayleaves,  staiths  and  coal 
diould  be  appropriated  in  making  better  provision  for 
the  seyeral  perpetual  curacies  and  churches  or  chapels 
aforesaid,  and  in  Airther  providing  for  the  cure  of  souls 
in  the  said  parish  in  manner  herein-after  mentioned : 

'^And  whereas  the  proceeds  of  the  said  tithe  rent- 
charges,  rent  of  glebe  and  surplice  fees,  after  making 
deductions  for  rates  and  for  costs  of  collection,  amount 
together  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  average  annual  sum 
of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty  pounds  (subject 
to  the  charge  of  three  hundred  pounds  as  aforesaid), 
and  the  said  annual  siun  is,  and  under  the  arrange- 
ments herein-aft;er  proposed  will  still  be  liable  to  fturther 
deductions  for  payment  of  curates : 

**  And  whereas  the  proceeds  of  the  said  rents  of  way- 
leaves,  staiths  and  coal  amount  at  present  as  nearly  as 
may  be  to  the  average  annual  sum  of  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fifty  pounds ;  but  such  last-mentioned 
proceeds  are  from  their  nature  of  uncertain  amount  and 
continuance : 

**  We,  therefore,  with  the  like  consent  of  the  said 
archbishop,  bishop  and  rector,  testified  as  aforesaid, 
further  recommend  and  propose,  that  as  from  and  afler 
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the  thirteenth  day  of  May  now  last  past^  all  the  rent?, 
profits  and  proceeds  of  wayleaves^  staiths  and  coal 
aforesaid  shall  be  paid  to  us,  and,  after  making  deduc- 
tions for  all  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  carried  in  our 
books  to  the  credit  of  a  fund,  to  be  called  the  Bishop- 
wearmouth  Fund,  which  shall  be  held  by  us  in  trust  to 
be  applied,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  in 
manner  following,  that  is  to  say : 

"  There  shall,  as  a  primary  charge  upon  such  fund,  be 
paid  by  us  thereout,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on 
the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  and  every  year,  the  first  such  payment  to  be 
made  on  the  first  day  of  December  next,  the  two  several 
annual  sums  of  two  hundred  pounds  and  one  hundred 
pounds  herein-before  mentioned  to  the  incumbent  and 
the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  Saint  Thomas  and 
Ryhope  aforesaid  respectively ;  provided,  that  if  upon 
any  such  day  of  payment  such  fund  shall  not  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  whole  of  such  primary  charge,  a  sum 
equivalent  to  the  deficiency  shall  be  paid  to  us  by  the 
rector  of  Bishopwearmouth  for  the  time  being,  but  shall 
be  repaid  to  him  by  us,  out  of  the  first  monies  standing 
to  the  credit  of  such  fund  on  any  subsequent  day  of 
payment  over  and  above  the  amount  of  such  primary 
charge ;  and,  subject  to  the  proviso  last  aforesaid,  but 
not  otherwise,  the  tithe  rent-charges  and  rent  of  ^ebe 
land  aforesaid  shall  be  abacdutely  released  and  discharged 
from  the  said  two  several  annual  sums  of  two  hundred 
pounds  and  one  hundred  pounds. 

^^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  at  the 
end  of  each  and  every  whole  year,  if  the  remainder  of 
such  fund,  after  discharging  thereout  such  payments, 
and  repayments  if  any,  as  aforesaid,  shall  amount  to  the 
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8um  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds^  there  shall 
forthwith  be  paid  by  us,  for  the  year  then  past,  the 
farther  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  perpetual 
curate  of  Saint  Thomas  aforesaid,  the  further  sum  of 
one  htmdred  pounds  to  the  minister  of  Byhope  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  the  per- 
petual curate  of  Saint  Andrew  Deptford  aforesaid,  and 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  poimds  to  the  minister  of 
Hylton  otherwise  Ford  aforesaid ;  and  if  in  any  such 
whole  year   such  remainder  of  such  fund   shall  not 
amount  to  such  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
then  such  remainder  shall  be  divided  into  fifteen  equal 
parts,  and  of  such  parts  there  shall  be  paid  two  parts  to 
the  perpetual  curate  of  Saint  Thomas,  two  parts  to  the 
minister  of  Ryhope,  seven  parts  to  the  perpetual  curate 
of  Saint  Andrew  Deptford,  and  four  parts  to  the  minister 
of  Hylton  otherwise  Ford;  and  at  the  end  of  every 
such  whole  year  as  aforesaid  the  sum,  if  any,  by  which 
such  remainder  of  such  fund  shall  exceed  the  said  sum 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  poimds  shall  be  invested  by 
us  in  Gov^:iiment  or  real  securities  in  England,  and  the 
dividends,  rents  and  profits  of  every  such  investment 
shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  same  fund,  towards 
further  securing  the  payments  aforesaid,  and  towards 
providing  houses  of  residence  for  the  perpetual  curate 
of  Saint  Andrew  DeptfcHrd  and  the  minister  of  Hyltim 
otherwise  Ford  aforesaid,  and  towards  the  endovrment 
or  augmentation  of  the  income  of  any  new  church  or 
chapel,  churches  or  chapels,  or  any  newly  constituted 
district  or  districts,  within  the  sidd  parish  of  Bishop* 
wearmouth,  and  providing  houses  of  residence  for  the 
incumbents  or  ministers  thereof  respectively,  or  to  or 
towards  all  or  any  of  such  additional  purposes  and  in 
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such  amounts  or  proportions^  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  approved  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time 
being  and  hj  ue,  and^  until  the  next  vacancy  of  the 
said  rectory^  by  the  said  John  Patrick  Eden* 

**  And  whereas  the  said  John  Patrick  Eden  would, 
under  the  existing  law^  be  entitled,  during  his  incum- 
bency as  such  rector  aforesaid,  to  the  whole  annual 
improvement  which  might  arise  from  the  grant  of  any 
lease,  or  the  sale,  of  that  portion  of  the  glebe  land 
belonging  to  the  said  rectory  which  is  commonly  called 
the  Rector's  Park,  but  the  said  John  Patrick  Eden  is 
desirous  that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  improvement 
shall  be  also  applied  to  the  general  benefit  of  the  said 
parish;  we,  therefore,  with  the  consents  of  the  said 
archbishop,  bishop  and  rector,  so  testified  as  aforesaid, 
further  recommemi  and  propose,  that  if  by  means  of 
any  such  lease  or  sale  during  the  incmnbency  of  the 
said  John  Patrick  Eden,  the  annual  income  accruing 
from  or  in  respect  of  the  said  park  or  of  any  part  or 
parts  thereof  shall  be  improved,  all  the  net  additional 
annual  proceeds  constituting  such  improvement  shall 
in  like  manner  be  paid  over  to  us,  and  shall  be  carried 
to  the  credit  of  the  same  fund,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  same  and  the  like  provisions  as  are  herein  con- 
tained with  respect  to  the  proceeds  of  such  rents  of 
wayleaves,  staiths,  and  coal  as  aforesaid. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recom- 
mending and  proposing  any  further  or  other  measures 
touching  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  con* 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Act 
or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament ;  and  particularly 
any  frurther  measure  for  apportioning,  if  it  shall  be 
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deemed  fit,  the  endowments  and  revenueB  of  the  said 
rectory  of  Bishopwearmouth,  upon  the  next  or  any  sub- 
sequent vacancy  or  vacancies  thereof;  and  for  appro- 
priating any  additional  portion  of  such  endowments 
and  revenues,  in  any  manner  conformable  with  the 
said  provisions." 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by 
Her  Majesty  in  Council;  now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and 
direct  that  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be 
effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the  time 
when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the 
London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the  said  Act ;  and  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby 
to  direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the 
registrar  of  the  diocese  of  Durham.

At  the  Court  at  Osbome  House,  We  of  Wight,  the 
30th  day  of  July  1849, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  m  CounciL 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Eng- 
land have,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
the  reign  of  Her  Majesty,  intituled  ^^  An  Act  to  make 
**  better  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous 
'^  parishes,"  and  of  another  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  uniting 
*^  the  rectory  of  North  Lynn  with  the  peipetual  curacy 
**  of  Saint  Margaret  with  Saint  Nicholas,  in  the  borough 
"  of  King's  Lynn,  all  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,"  duly 
prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a 
scheme,  bearing  date  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  in 
the  words  following,  that  is  to  say : 

*^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England, 
in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session  of  Par- 
liament 
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liament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  the  reign 
of  Tour  Majesty,  intituled  *  An  Act  to  make  better 
^  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous  parishes,' 
and  of  another  Act,  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament 
held  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  years  of  the  reign  of  Your 
Majesty,  intituled  '  An  Act  for  imiting  the  rectory  of 

•  North  Lynn    with  the    perpetual  curacy  of  Saint 

•  Margaret  with  Saint  Nicholas,  in  the  borough  of  King's 

•  Lynn,  all  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,'  have  prepared, 
and  now  humbly  lay  before  Tour  Majesty  in  Council, 
the  following  scheme,  for  charging  the  said  rectory  of 
North  Lynn  with  a  certain  annual  payment  to  the 
perpetual  curacy  of  Saint  John's,  Lynn. 

"  Whereas,  by  virtue  of  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty 
in  Council,  bearing  date  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and 
duly  gazetted,  ratifying  a  certain  scheme  prepared  by 
us,  in  pursuance  of  the  first-recited  Act,  the  district  of 
Saint  John,  Lynn,  was  duly  constituted  out  of  the 
parish  of  Saint  Margaret,  and  has  since  become  a  new 
parish,  and  the  perpetual  curate  thereof  is  now  entitled 
to  be  paid  by  us,  under  the  directions  of  the  same  Order^ 
the  annual  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds : 

**And  whereas,  by  the  said  secondly-recited  Act, 
after  setting  forth  the  said  Order  in  Council,  and  reciting 
that  with  a  view  to  make  better  provision  for  the  cure 
of  souls  in  the  parishes  of  North  Lynn  and  Saint  Mar- 
garet, and  with  a  view  to  the  better  distribution  of  the 
income  of  the  scud  benefices,  it  had  been  proposed  to 
purchase  the  advowson  of  the  rectory  of  North  Lynn, 
and  to  unite  it,  on  the  first  avoidance,  with  the  per- 
petual curacy  of  Saint  Margaret's;  and  redting  that 
the  sum  of  seven  tiiousand  poimds  was  required  for  the 
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purchaBe,  and  that  it  had  been  proposed  that  we^  the 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  should  contribute  five 
thousand  pounds  in  part  thereof,  upon  condition  that 
we  should  be  empowered  by  the  said  Act  to  charge  the 
said  benefices,  after  they  shall  have  been  united  by  the 
said  Act,  with  the  payment  to  the  minister  or  perpetual 
curate  of  the  said  district  or  new  parish  of  Saint  John, 
Lynn,  of  any  yearly  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds;  it  is  enacted,  that  after  the  completion 
of  the  said  purchase,  and  upon  the  first  avoidance  of  the 
said  rectory,  the  said  perpetual  curacy  of  S^t  Margaret 
with  Saint  Nicholas  should  immediately  become  annexed 
as  therein  mentioned;  and  that  the  said  parishes  should 
be  deemed  one  parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes. 

"And  it  is  fitrther  enacted^  *that  at  any  time  or 
times  and  from  time  to  time  after  such  annexation  and 
union  as  aforesaid  shall  have  taken  place,  it  shall  be 
lawftil^  by  the  joint  authority  of  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  for  England  and  Her  Majesty  in  Coimcil, 
by  a  scheme  and  Order  according  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act  and  the  Acts  therein 
recited,  to  subject  and  charge  the  said  united  benefice, 
and  the  rent-charge  and  rent-charges  in  lieu  of  tithes^ 
tithes,  lands  and  other  hereditaments  thereunto  belonging, 
or  held  and  enjoyed  therewith,  and  all  the  emoluments, 
of  what  nature  soever  the  same  may  be,  of  or  belonging 
to  or  receivable  or  recoverable  at  law  in  respect  of  the 
same,  with  the  payment  for  ever  thereafter  to  the 
minister  or  perpetual  curate  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  district  or  new  parish  (as  the  case  may  be)  of 
St.  John,  Lynn,  of  any  annual  sum  or  sums  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  whole  the  annual  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds,  to  conmience  at  such  time  or  times,  and 
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to  be  paid  and  payable  in  such  proportions  and  at  such 
periods  of  the  year,  and  to  be  recoverable  in  such  manner 
as  by  the  same  joint  authority  shall  be  determined.' 

"  And  whereas  such  first  avoidance  of  the  said  rectory 
of  North  Lynn  took  place  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March 
last  by  the  decease  of  the  Honourable  and  Reverend 
Edward  Edwards,  the  then  rector  thereof,  and  such 
annexation  and  union  took  place  accordingly,  and  the 
said  rectory  and  perpetual  curacy  have  become  incor- 
porated and  consolidated,  and  are  now  holden  as  one 
benefice  with  cure  of  souls  by  *the  name  or  description 
of  the  rectory  of  North  Lynn  with  the  perpetual  curacy 
of  St.  Margaret  and  St.  Nicholas  annexed :' 

**  Now,  therefore,  in  exercise  and  execution  of  the 
power  and  authority  so  specially  vested  in  us  as  afore- 
said, and  in  conformity  therewith  and  with  the  Acts 
therein  recited,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose, 
that  from  and  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  Gazette 
in  which  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying 
this  scheme  shall  be  gazetted,  the  said  united  benefice 
and  the  rent-charge  and  rent-charges  in  lieu  of  tithes, 
tithes,  lands  and  other  hereditaments  thereunto  belonging, 
or  held  and  enjoyed  therewith,  and  all  the  emoluments, 
of  what  nature  soever  the  same  may  be,  of  or  belonging 
to  or  receivable  or  recoverable  at  law  in  respect  of  the 
same,  shall,  without  any  instrument  in  die  law  other 
than  this  scheme,  and  any  duly  gazetted  Order  of  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  the  same,  be  subject  to 
and  charged  with  the  payment  for  ever  thereafter  to 
the  perpetual  curate  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  new 
parish  of  St.  John,  Lynn,  of  the  annual  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds^  by  equal  half-yearly  payments, 
on  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November 
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in  each  and  every  year,  the  first  of  such  payments  re- 
spectively to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  November  now 
next  ensuing ;  and  that  in  case  of  any  and  every  future 
vacancy  in  the  said  perpetual  curacy  happening  on  any 
other  day  than  one  of  the  days  so  named,  then  the  next 
instalment  after  such  vacancy  shall  be  received  by,  and 
piud  to  the  successor  of  the  perpetual  curate  making  the 
vacancy,  but  such  successor  shall  account  for,  and  pay 
over  a  proportionate  part  of  such  instalment  up  to  the 
date  of  such  vacancy,  to  the  said  perpetual  curate  making 
the  vacancy,  or  his  personal  representatives. 

^^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  any  or  either  of  such  instal- 
ments, or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  in  arrear  and  unpaid 
by  the  space  of  twenty-one  days  next  after  any  of  the 
days  or  times  herein-before  mentioned  for  payment 
thereof  (although  no  demand  shall  have  been  made  for 
the  same),  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  per^ 
petual  curate  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  new  parish, 
into  or  upon  the  glebe  lands  of  and  belonging  to  the 
said  united  benefice,  to  enter  and  to  distrain  for  such 
arrears,  and  to  impound  and  dispose  of  the  distress  when 
taken,  and  otherwise  to  act  and  demean  himself  in 
relation  thereto  as  any  landlord  may  for  arrears- of  rent 
reserved  oh  a  conunon  lease  for  years;  and  in  case 
there  shall  be  no  sufficient  distress  on  the  said  lands  to 
countervail  the  arrears  of  the  scud  annual  rent,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  such  perpetual  curate  to  apply  for 
and  obtain,  and  the  ordinary  is  hereby  authorized  to 
grant  a  sequestration  of  the  profits  of  such  united  bene** 
fice,  for  the  purpose  of  levying  and  satisfying  such 
arrears,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  attending  the  said 
proceedings;  and  such  sequestration  shall  accordingly, 
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upon  the  application  of  such  perpetual  curate^  be 
issued  in  like  manner  as  the  same  might  have  been 
upon  any  writ  of  levari  facias  founded  upon  any  judg- 
ment against  the  incumbent  of  the  said  united  benefice. 
**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  us  &om  recom- 
mending and  proposing  any  other  measure  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts,  or  of  any  other 
Act  of  Parliament." 

And  whereas  notice  of  the  said  scheme  has  been  duly 
given  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the.  said 
first-recited  Act,  and  certdn  observations  and  objections 
have  been  made  thereto :

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Eng^ 
land  have,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  ''An  Act  to  make  better 
'^  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous  parishes," 
duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a 
scheme,  bearing  date  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  in 
the  words  following,  that  is  to  say :

^  provision  for  the  spiritual  cace  of  populous  parishes^'* 
duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  twenty-third  day  of  January, 
in  the  year  oqc  thousand  eight  himdred  and  fifty-one,  in 
the  words  and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

*'  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England, 
in  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  session  of  Par- 
liament held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled  *  An  Act  to  make  better 
*  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  populous  parishes,' 
have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Ma- 
jesty in  Council,  the  following  scheme,  for  constituting 

four 
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four  separate  districts  for  spiritual  purposes  out  of  the 
parishes  of  Leeds  and  Hunslet^  in  the  county  of  York^ 
and  in  the  diocese  of  Ripon. 

*^  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted^  that  if  at 
any  time  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would 
prcnnote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts 
of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chi^lry  or  chapelries,  district 
or  districts,  of  great  extent,  and  containing  a  large 
population,  and  wherein,  or  in  parts  whereof,  the  pro* 
vision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superinten- 
dence is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  con- 
stituted a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes,  it 
shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  pro- 
vided (that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and 
an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  ratifying 
such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the 
diocese,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes 
and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  cUstrict  accordingly, 
such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any 
consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of 
divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such 
district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the 
draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and 
to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any 
parish,  chapelry,  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recom- 
mended that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof, 
should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron 
or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or 
making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or 
objectbns  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ; 

and 
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and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one 
calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so 
delivered  or  transmitted^  unless  such  incumbent  and 
patron  or  patrons  shall,  in  the  meantime,  consent  to 
the  same;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided, 
that  in  every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such 
district  we  shall  reccmmiend  to  Your  Majesty  in 
Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly 
licensed  acoording  to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently 
endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  to  an 
amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  one  hun- 
dred pounds ;  and  also,  if  such  endowment  be  of  less 
than  the  annual  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
that  the  same  shall  be  increased  to  such  last-mentioned 
amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall  have 
become  a  new  parish  as  therein-after  provided : 

'^  And  whereas  the  said  parishes  are  respectively  of 
great  extent,  and  contain  large  populations,  and  the 
provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  super- 
intendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  it  has  been  made  to 
appear  to  us,  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of 
religion  that  the  particular  parts  of  such  parishes  herein- 
after mentioned,  none  of  which  parts  at  present  contains 
within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use 
for  the  purposes  of  divine  worship,  should  be  respec* 
tively  constituted  separate  districts  in  manner  herein- 
after set  forth : 

^'Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  pro- 
pose, with  the  consent  of  the  Bight  Reverend  Charles 
Thomas,  Bishop  of  Bipon,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has 
signed  and  sealed  tjiis  scheme,  that  all  those  parts  of 

the 
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the  said  parish  of  Leeds,  and  of  the  separate  district  of 
All  Saints  constituted  thereout,  and  of  the  said  parish 
of  Hunslet,  req)ectiyely  described  in  the  schedules 
hereunto  annexed,  and  therein  numbered  respectively 
1,   2,   3,   and  4,  all  which  parts,  together  with  the 
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towards  proyiding  a  church  or  chapel  for  the  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  such  district  or  new  parish,  in  such  pro- 
portion and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
like  authority : 

^^  And  whereas  a  certain  fund  was  bequeathed  by 
Jane  Mathewman,  of  Harrogate,  in  the  said  county  of 
York,  widow,  lately  deceased,  to  William  Beckett  and 
John  Atkinson,  both  of  Leeds,  Esquires,  as  trustees,  to 
apply  the  same  towards  promoting,  in  the  borough  of 
Leeds,  divine  worship  according  to  the  liturgy  and  usages 
of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  William  Beckett  and  John  Atkin- 
son, with  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop  of  Ripon  for  the 
time  being,  should  think  fit;   and  the  said  William 
Beckett  and  John  Atkinson,  as  such  trustees,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  said  Charles  Thomas,  Bishop  of  Bipon, 
have,  out  of  the  sud  fund,  contributed  and  transferred 
to  our  account  and  into  our  name,  in  the  books  of  the 
Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England,  a  sum 
of  three  pounds  per  centum  Consolidated  Bank  Annui- 
ties sufficient  to  produce  the  full  annual  endowment 
of  one  hundred  and  fifly  pounds,  required  by  the  said 
Act  as  aforesaid,  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the 
said  district  or   new  parish  of  Burmantofts,  and  the 
annual  sum  of  seventy-five  pounds  towards  the  perma- 
nent endowment  of  each  of  the  said  districts  or  new 
parishes  of  Pottery  Field,  New  Wortley,  and  Brewery 
Field,  so    herein  recommended  to   be  constituted  as 
aforesaid:

perpetuity 
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perpetuity  of  the  said  district  of  Burmantofbs,  and  of 
the  right  of  nomination  of  the  minister  or  perpetual 
curate  thereof;  and  have,  in  and  by  the  same  instru- 
ment, proposed  that  vacancies  in  the  trusteeship  of  such 
patronage  shall  be  filled  up  from  time  to  time  in  manner 
herein- after  mentioned : 

**We,  therefore,  further  recommend  and  propose,

five,  and  that  the  several  powers  so  to  be  exercised  by 
them  shall  from  time  to  time  be  exercised  by  a  majority 
of  such  trustees  for  the  time  being. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  jwopose,  that  there 

shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the 

minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  siud  district  of  Bur- 

mantofts  so  herein  recommended  to  be  constituted,  when 

•  duly 
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duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  or  when  such 
district  shall  have  become  a  new  parish,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  to  the  perpetual  curate 
thereof,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fiAy  pounds,  hf 
equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the  fittt  day  of  May  and 
the  first  day  of  November  in  every  year;  and  that  the 
first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall 
be  made  on  the  first  day  of  May  or  of  November  next 
after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  licence  of  such  minister 
or  perpetual  curate ;  and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the 
ministry  or  perpetual  curacy  of  such  district  or  new 
parish  shall  happen  on  any  other  day  than  the  first  day 
of  May  or  the  first  day  of  November,  the  amount  pay. 
able  shall  be  duly  apportioned  between  and  paid  to  the 
minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  making  the  vacancy,  or 
his  personal  representative  or  representatives,  and  the 
minister  or  the  perpetual  cuiute  succeeding  to  such 
district  or  new  parish. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there 
shall  be  paid  by  us  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the 
ministers,  for  the  time  being,  of  each  of  the  said  districts 
of  Pottery  Field,  New  Wortley,  and  Brewery  Field, 
so  herein  recommended  to  be  constituted  as  aforesaid, 
when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds ;  and  that  upon 
any  building  within  any  of  the  said  districts  being  duly 
licensed  by  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance 
of  divine  service,  according  to  the  same  Act,  there  shall 
be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  the  minister  thereof 
the  fturther  sum  of  fifteen  pounds,  making  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  pounds ;  and  that  so 
soon  as  any  church  or  chapel  within  any  such  district 
diall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  consecrated 

•        as 
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as  the  church  or  chi^l  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and 
service  of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such 
district  shall  have  thereupon  become,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesias- 
tical purposes,  there  shall  be  paid  bj  us,  in  each  and 
every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate,  for  the  time  being, 
of  such  new  parish  the  smn  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds;  and  that  the  said  sums  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  pounds,  one  hundred  and  forty  pounds,  or 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and 
every  year ;  and  that  the  first  of  such  payments  respec^ 
tively,  or  proportionate  parts  thereof,  shall  be  made  on 
the  first  day  of  May  or  of  November  next  afi«r  the 
days  of  the  dates  of  the  licences  of  any  of  such  ministers 
or  buildings,  or  of  the  consecration  of  such  churches  or 
chapels  respectively  as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be ; 
and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  ministry  or  perpetual 
curacy  of  any  such  district  or  new  parish  shall  happen 
cm  any  other  day  than  the  first  day  of  May  or  the  first 
day  of  November,  the  amount  payable  shall  be  duly 
apportioned  between  and  pwd  to  the  minister  or  the 
perpetual  curate  mitTring  the  vacancy,  or  his  personal 
representative  or  representatives,  and  the  minister  or 
the  perpetual  curate  succeeding  to  such  district  or  new 
parish. 

'^  And  we  further  recommend  and  proposci  that 
nothing  herein  ccmtiuned  shall  prevent  us  from  recom- 
mending and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with 
the  inx)vi8ions  of  the  said  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of 
Parliament.

**  Whereas  by  the  secondly-recited  Act  it  is  enacted, 
that  any  archdeaconry  may,  subject  to  the  consent  of 
the  bishop,  be  endowed,  amongst  other  modes,  by  aug- 
mentation out  of  the  common  fund,  in  the  same  Act 
mentioned,  but  not  so  as  to  raise  the  average  annual 
income  to  an  amount  exceeding  two  hundred  pounds, 

provided 
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provided  that  no  archdeacon  shall  be  entitled  to  hold 
anj  endowment  or  augmentation  or  other  emolument  as 
such  archdeacon,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act, 
unless  he  shall  be  resident  for  the  space  of  eight  months 
in  every  year  within  the  diocese  in  which  his  arch- 
deaconry is  situate,  but  subject  to  the  same  provisions 
as  to  licences  for  non-residence  which  are  enacted  with 
respect  to  incumbents  of  benefices  by  the  Act  relating 
to  pluralities  and  the  residence  of  the  clergy  in  the  same 
Act  mentioned ;  and  it  is  by  the  said  secondly-recited 
Act  further  enacted,  that  upon  the  endowment  of  an 
archdeaconry  being  made  under  the  provisions  thereof, 
all  lands,  tithes,  and  other  hereditaments  (except  any 
right  of  patronage)  belonging  to  such  archdeaconry  at 
the  time  of  such  endowment  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  bishop  of  the  diocese  and  of  any  archdeacon  in  pos- 
session at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  same  Act,  and 
by  the  authority  therein  provided,  be  vested  in  us  for 
the  purposes  of  the  same  Act : 

"  And  whereas  by  the  thirdly-recited  Act  it  is  de 
clared  and  enacted,  that  in  the  case  of  any  archdeaconry 
which  shall  no  longer  be  held  by  the  archdeacon  who 
was  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  said  secondly- 
recited  Act  in  possession  thereof,  the  provisions  of  the 
same  Act  which  relate  to  the  transfer  to  us  of  the 
estates  of  any  archdeaconry  upon  its  endowment  in  either 
of  the  modes  therein  provided,  shall  be  construed  and 
held  to  authorize  such  transfer  with  the  consent  of  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese,  and  of  the  archdeacon  in  possession 
of  the  archdeaconry  at  the  time :

annual  sum  of  sixty-four  pounds : 

**  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Be- 
▼erend  Henry,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  and  of  the  Vene- 
rable Richard  Brindley  Hone,  the  present  Archdeacon  of 
Worcester,  testified  by  their  having  respectively  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  humbly  reconmiend  and  propose 
that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  out  of  the  said  common

"  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  same  Act  further  enacted, 
with  an  especial  view  to  the  better  care  of  populous 
parishes,  that  arrangements  may  from  time  to  time  be 
made,  by  the  like  authority,  for  improving  the  value 
or  making  a  better  provision  for  the  spiritual  duties  of 
ill-endowed  parishes  or  districts,  by  means  of  such 
alterations  of  the  exercise  of  patronage  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  patrons,  with  the  consent  of  the  bbhop : 

*^  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  same  Act  further  enacted, 
that  arrangements  may  be  made,  by  the  like  authority, 
for  the  apportionment  of  the  income  of  two  bcAefices 
belonging  to  the  same  patron,  between  the  incumbents 
or  ministers  of  such  benefices,  provided  that  no  such 
arrangements  shall  be  made  in  any  case,  so  as  to 
prejudice  the  interests  of  any  existing  incumbent,  nor 
without  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese : 

^^  And  whereas  the  vicarages  of  the  said  parishes  of 

Crickhowell  and  Llanvihangel  Cwm  Du  are  respectively 

1 1  3  benefices 
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benefices  with  cure  of  souls^  within  the  meaning  of  the 
said  Act,  and  the  sinecure  rectories  of  Crickhowell  and 
Llanvihangel  Cwm  Dii  aforesaid  are  respectively  sine- 
cure preferments,  also  within  the  meaning  of  the  said 
Act,  and  the  said  sinecure  rectories  are  now  respectively 
held,  together  with  the  said  vicarages,  by  the  Reverend 
John  Evans  and  the  Beverend  John  Hughes : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  vicarages  are  respectively  in 
the  patronage  of  the  holders  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  sinecure  rectories : 

"  And  whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  us  to  be 
expedient  that  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the 
permanent  union  of  the  said  sinecure  rectories  with  the 
said  vicarages  respectively,  and  for  the  apportionment 
of  the  incomes  thereof;  audit  appears  to  us  to  be  expe- 
dient that  such  union  and  apportionment  should  be  forth- 
with effected,  and  that  such  other  arrangements  relating 
thereto  should  be  made  as  are  herein-after  mentioned : 

"Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose, 
with  the  consents  of  the  said  Henry,  Duke  of  Beauforti 
and  of  the  Bight  Beverend  Connop,  Bishop  of  Saint 
David's,  and  of  the  said  John  Evans  and  John  Hughes, 
testified  by  their  having  respectively  signed  and  sealed 
this  scheme,  that  the  said  sinecure  rectory  and  vicarage 
of  Crickhowell  shall  be  forthwith  permanently  united 
and  consolidated  ;  and  that  the  same  shall  become  and 
be  one  benefice,  with  cure  of  souls,  by  the  name  of  the 
Bectory*of  Crickhowell ;  and  that  the  said  John  Evans 
shall  thereupon  become  and  be  the  rector  of  such  rectory, 
and  that  he  and  his  successors,  rectors  thereof,  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  emoluments  both  of  the  said  sinecure 
rectory  and  of  the  said  vicarage ;  and  that  the  said  sine- 
cure rectory  of  Llanvihangel  Cwm  Dii,  and  vicarage  of 

Llanvi- 
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Llanvihangel  Cwm  T>^,  shaU  be  in  Uke  maimer  and  at 
the  same  time  united  and  consolidated^  and  shall  become 
and  be  one  benefice^  with  cure  of  souls^  by  the  name  of 
the  Bectory  of  Llanvihangel  Cwm  Du ;  and  that  the 
said  John  Hughes  shall  thereupon  become  and  be  the 
rector  of  such  rectorji  and  that  he  and  his  successors, 
rectors  thereof^  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  emoluments 
both  of  the  said  »necure  rectory,  and  of  the  said  vicarage 
of  Llanvihangel  Cwm  Du,  except  and  subject  to  the 
transfer  to  the  said  rectory  of  Crickhowell  of  a  portion 
of  such  emoluments  as  herein-after  is  mentioned ;  and 
that  upon  and  from  such  union  and  consolidation  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  rectories  of  Crickhowell  and  Llanvi- 
hangel Cwm  Du  shall  respectively  be  and  remain  to  such 
uses,  upon  and  for  such  trusts,  intents,  and  purposes,  as- 
are  expressed  and  declared  in  or  by  the  sfdd  Indenture 
of  Settlement,  of  the  second  day  of  July  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  of  and  concerning 
the  manors,  advowsons,  and  other  hereditaments,  in  the 
county  of  Brecon,  therein  comprised,  or  to,  upon,  and  for 
such  of  the  same  uses,  trusts,  intents,  and  purposes  as  are 
now  subsisting  undetermined  and  citable  of  taking  effect. 
^^  And  we  further  reconunend  and  propose,  that  from 
and  after  such  union  and  consolidation  as  aforesaid,  the 
income  of  the  said  rectory  of  Llanvihangel  Cwm  Dii 
shall  be  apportioned  in  manner  herein-after  mentioned, 
that  is  to  say ;  the  rentcharges  in  lieu  of  tithe  described 
or  referred  to  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  and 
charged  on  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  same  schedule 
(the  same  being  copied  or  extracted  from  the  confirmed 
award  and  apportionment  made  in  respect  of  the  said 
parish  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tithe  Commutation 
Acts),  shall,  without  any  conveyance  or  assurance  in  the 
1 1  4  law 
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law  other  than  this  scheme  and  a  duly  gazetted  Order 
of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  the  same^  be  trans- 
ferred to  and  absolutely  vested  in  the  said  John  Evans, 
rector  of  the  said  rectory  of  Crickhowell,  and  his  suc^ 
cessors,  rectors  thereof,  for  ever,  in  addition  to  the  other 
emoluments  of  the  said  rectory. 

^^And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recom- 
mending and  pr<^)Offlng  any  other  measures  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of 
Parliament.

any  endowment  or  augmentation  or  other  emolument

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'^  And  whereas  the  permanent  average  annnal  inCone 
of  the  said  archdeaconry  of  Coventry  does  not  exceed 
the  average  annual  sum  of  fifty-eight  pounds. 

"We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Right  Reverend  Henry,  Bishop 
of  Worcester,  testified  by  his  having  signed  and  sealed 
this  scheme,  that,  until  the  next  vacancy  of  a  canonry 
in  the  cathedral  church  of  Worcester,^  there  shall  be 
paid  by  us,  out  of  the  common  fund,  to  the  archdeacon 
of  Coventry  for  the  time  being,  provided  that  he  shall 
duly  reside  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act,  or  shall  have  obtained  licence  of  non-residence, 
the  annual  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty-two  pounds  on
